London, June 24.— The rattling of 
swords in their scabbards grows more 
pronounced, though the war office refuses 
all information regarding the Transvaal 
situation and declines to confirm or de- 
ny the reported circumstantial asser- 
tion u£ the closeting of military leaders 
or the despatch of this or that regiment 
to Capetown. 

The ministers, however, have been un- 
able to successfully parry the multitude 
of questions raised in the House of Com- 
mons with the intention of getting some 
inkling of the government's intentions. 
A reply of the parliamentary secretary 
of the war office, Mr. George Wyndham. 
yesterday evening is considered porten- 
tiously significant, lie was questioned 
as to the truth of the report that the 
British garrison in South Africa was to 
be gradually increased to 40,000 men. 
Had the government wished to give a 
pacificatory answer with the view of 
allaying the anxiety here and at the 
Cape, the question offered ample oppor- 
tunity, but Mr. Wyndham replied in two 
words: "No sir." 

The truth is that whatever plans the 
government has decided on, the minis- 
ters regard it is impolitic to contradict 
reports, however extravagant, of war- 
like intentions. While it is not true 
thai Genera! Sir Redvers Buller has ul 
ready been appointed to command, be 
litis been heard to remark in private 
conversation that he reserved himself 
for a "go" at the Boers, to repay some 
old grudges. 

The big military expenditure of $20,- 
000,000 as provided for in the military 
works loan bill introduced in the Hons! 
of Commons June 21. has caused somi 
alarm among taxpayers, although it if 
admitted that a portion of the expendi- 
ture is made absolutely necessary by the 
increases of the army. 

The contrast of the proceedings in the 
House of Commons and at The Hague 
has been much commented upon, while a 
great deal of dissatisfaction has been 
aroused by the intimation conveyed by 
the proposed fortifications of the har- 
bors that Great Britain cannot rely on 
her navy to defend her coasts. Bear Ad- 
miral Lord Charles Beresford strongly 
opposed the fort ilict ions, taking the same 
grounds as Captain Malum, U.S.N., that 
expenditures ought to be voted to mo- 
bile instead of lixed defences, saying he 
thought that if Croat Britain was un- 
able to attack her enemies at sea, the 
Empire would not last long. 

The debate raised the question or col- 
onial contributions to the Imperial de- 
fence. It is pointed out in official quar- 
ters that the expenditure of the United 
Kingdom on Imperial defence lias been 
increasing of late years by leaps and 
bounds, a large part going into the 
pockets of colonial merchants, in pay- 
ment for supplies to the garrisons and 
squadrons, yet their contributions arc 
microscopic.

BILL AGAINST STRIKES. 

German Government Having Trouble 
Over a Measure for Their Sup- 
pression. 

Berlin, June 24.— The attention of the 
reichstag last week was chiefly devoted 
to the anti-strike bill and the public show- 
ed more interest in this than in any 
other measure of the session. The gal- 
leries were filled for the first time and 
the members attended better. Th press 
also devoted a vast amount of space to 
the measure and the agitation against 
il became mere active during the few 
days preceding tin' debate. Even the 
committee of trade of Berlin, a semi- 
court institution, petitioned against the 
measure and asked all other such courts 
and organizations of laborers and em- 
ployers to do Hie same. It was clear 
from the beginning of the debate that 
the government's ease was lost. The 
ministers and Conservatives never show- 
ed a ray of confidence. Their whole at- 
titude was apologetic. On the other 
hand, the attacks, which were uncom- 
monly sharp, came from till parties ex- 
cept Conservatives. The Centrist, lead- 
er, Herr Leiber, was called to order for 
a sharp arraignment of the courts for 
"monstrous decisions" against laborers 
and "mildness towards employers." The 
National Liberal leader, Herr Hasser- 
inaini, complained that the measure 
pleased nobody but social democrats, 
giving them excellent material for agi- 
tation. Herr Bebel, the socialist leader, 
spoke for hours, attacking the billl with 
great sarcasm and vigor. 

Points made by the more moderate op- 
ponents of the measure were that it is 
unnecessary class legislation and that the 
present laws are adequate and reach 
all cases of strikers maltreating others. 
They demanded instead of the harsh 
punishment provided by the hill, full 
freedom from labor unions to form coal- 
itions with each other. The refusal of 
the reichstag on Thursday by tin im- 
mense majority to refer the hill to a 
committee is equivalent to the death.

Coin Sustains Agreement for Payment 
on Whole Number Embarked. 

Montreal. June 24.— (Special. — A case 
of some importance to ship owners was 
decided yesterday by Sir Melbourne Tait, 
acting chief justice of the Superior court. 
Messrs. Furness, Withy & Co., of Mon- 
treal, sued W. H. Dean, of Toronto, for 
$1,420.35, being freight on certain cat- 
tle shipped on the steamer ' Baltimore 
City in July, 1807. The steamer was 
wrecked in the Straits of Belle Isle. One 
condition of the bill of holing stipulated 
that the freight whether payable by 
shipper or consignee, was to be paid 
whether the ship was lost ornot'lost, on 
the total number of animii!s>einbni-beTl 
without a deduction of any kind. It 
was claimed that this clause was 
unjust. It wa.s shown, however, to be 
usual, and the judge held it was not con- 
trary to public policy ami gave judgment 
for the amount.

No doubt the 
cause of hostility is the presence of lien, 
de UaJIifet, but when the paroxysm of 
anger lias exhausted itself, it is not un- 
likely that, a revolution of feeling will 
occur, and that, the government will get 
a numi majority in the chamber of depu- 
ties. 

A l (Jit- instance of the minister ol* war. 
Iliu ministry have decided upon the trans- 
fer of a number of superior officers of 
the, army for indulging in manifestations 
unbecoming h soldier. 

The Journal publishes the report of an 
interview with the Marquis de (Jallil'et, 
in which lie is quoted as saying that lie 
does not. intend to proceed against Gen. 
/jurliiiden, Gen. (ion/, or Gen. I'ellieux, 
and is convinced that none of his col- 
leagues in the ministry contemplate rig- 
orous measures which would resemble 
persecution. In his letter to M. Wal- 
dcok-ltousseau, accepting the war port- 
folio, lie says he would protect and 
defend the army, while strictly holding 
it to its duly, and adds: " I know no 
officer who lias been more abused than 
1 have. I have, never indulged in press 
politics, and I think I have a right to 
impose the same attitude upon my subor- 
dinates. 1 can answer insults with the 
sword." 

The minister of war has sent a circular 
to the generals as follows: " My Dear 
General, — I have been forced, to my 
great regret, to leave my retreat and 
iu smile under the eyes of the country 
mid government of the Republic, respon- 
sibility for the army. I am greatly 
honored and in no wise frightened, and 
I beg you not to forget that I am respon- 
sible also for the chiefs of the army, the 
same us they are responsible to me fur 
jiII that occurs with their commands. 
1 count, therefore, on you as you may 
count on me. (Signed), De (Jallil'et." 

Mrs. lOmily Crawford, the correspond- 
ent of the Daily News, wires to that 
paper: " It is not safe to predict meas- 
ures expect I'd from the new cabinet) 
•which will In' just enough to make the 
government hand felt. The name (Jen. 
de Gallifet won for himself in 1871 will 
compel the government to be an anodyne. 
Moreover, M. Loubet hales compulsory 
treatment. The officers to be moved 
Are Oen. ITartschmidt, general of the 
LSth division of the Ninth army corps 
■(stationed nt Algiers), Col. Suxe, Col. 
Oouvortin and Col. Uigolet. It is re- 
ported that Lieut-Col. Fit-quart will soon 
be restored to tin- active list." 

The cabinet lias sent a circular to the 
prefects, saying the new ministry has 
been formed to deal witli the public, and 
Ili.il it puts aside all partizan feeling, 
which example it is pointed out should 
lie followed by the prefects. The latter 
are urged to promptly inform the gov- 
ernment of all acts affecting respect for 
established institutions and public order, 
mid to be ready in ease of need to act 
promptly «»u their own responsibility. 
The prefects are also warned to let by- 
gones be bygones, and to perform their 
al litres with the utmost precision. 

The Radicals have decided to support 
the government, provided it de-fends the 
Republic. When this decision whs 
made known, M. Charles Cauiile PeJle- 
Ui ii. deputy for Aix, and a few others 
withdrew from the group. 

The Temps says: "The composition of 
the cabinet may appear extraordinary on 
the face of I he material tranquility ex- 
isting, bul unhappily moral tranquility 
docs not prevail m the same degree. 
The cabinet will shortly prorogue parlia- 
ment and lake upon itself alone the 
solution of the Dreyfus affair. Within 
the limits of its power the government 
anight do some useful work by defending 
the army against the imprudent language 
of its representatives, and against the 
attacks of its enemies, and by protect- 
ing the Dreyfus court-martial against 
the menaces- of some." 

It is announced that Uie Dreyfus trial 
will be absolutely public.

New Version of the Death of Austrian 
Crown Prince and His Lady 
Dove. 

Loudon, .June 2-t. Kvery now and then 
new versions of [he tragic death nf the 
Crown Prince of Austria are published 
ami always attract interest. The West 
lOnd now asserts it has obtained "The 
(rue story" of the tragedy of Prince 
Rudolph's (loath, obtained from an un- 
deniable source. This version of the 
affair is: As is well known, the Crown 
Prince deeply loved Baroness Marie 
Vetsera. lie wrote a letter to the Pope 
praying a dispensation and intercession 
wilb tin? Emperor |o allow him to relin- 
quish liis title to the throne and retire 
into private life. The Tope sent the let- 
ter to Emperor Francis Joseph and an 
agonizing interview between father and 
son followed and lusted nil night long, 
ii'nully Rudolph promised to give up the 
llaroness and the lovers mot at Rudolph's 
shooting box at Marerling for n lust 
farewell. The company at dinner 'in- 
cluded Prince Philip of Coburg and 
Count Hoyls. The wine passed freely j 
nnd the evening was spent in singing and 
laughter, but the gaiety of Prince Ru- 
dolph and Baroness Mario Vetsera seem- 
ed forced. 

Toward one o'clock in the morning the 
Baroness complained of being ill and re- 
tired to hor bedroom. At two, after" 
having consumed another drink o£ 
brandy, Rudolph bade his friends n good 
night and entered the Baroness's- bed- 
room. 

Next morning Rudolph's confident, 
dullish, knocked at the door, no re- 
spond'. He then entered, Btnggercd 
Lack and fainted at the ghastly sight. 
Dying on a snfn completely covered with 



wild flowers was Vetsera dead. Along- 
side hor lay hor lover, Rudolph, clutch- 
ing a heavy cavalry pistol, the back of 
his head shot off. 

A doctor was summoned and his evi- 
dence refutes the statements that the 
lovers died together. Me certified that 
the Baroness died at one o'clock from 
strychnine poisoning and Rudolph died 
at two from a pistol shot. 

The Baroness left four letters address- 
ed to Emperor Francis Joseph, her 
mother, her cousin, Bnltuzziil, and to 
Prince Rudolph. The latter was the 
direct cause of the Crown Prince's death. 
Grief-stricken at the sight of the dead 
woman he found at her bedside a pen- 
ciled note wet with tears as follows: "My 
only beloved, Rudolph: I die because I 
cannot live without you. You promised 
to make me your wife, but you have 
broken your word. I forgive you. If 
you love mo, come, follow uie." 

The note is now in possession of Em- 
peror Francis Joseph. Baroness Vet- 
sera's body was not removed to Venice 
as asserted; il was buried in a little mon- 
astery, near Mayerling with nothing to 
mark the grave." 



Series of Mishaps to the Colum- 
bia End on Her Going 
Ashore. 



Drifted While in Tow from Bull, 
der's Docks---Mud Sa^es 
From Damage.

Bristol, R.I., June 24.— During an at- 
tempt to warp the clip defender Columbia 
out from the wharf to an anchorage in 
the bay to-day. the yacht went aground 
and stuck fast in the mud. A tug's 
effort to move the Columbia was unsuc- 
cessful. With the rising tide and just 
after a heavy thunderstorm at <i:.'!."i 
o'clock this evening the cup defender 
floated unassisted, and was towed to a 
safe anchorage for the night, further out 
into the stream. 

The grounding of the Columbia was 
an unfortunate happening to the new- 
era ft, on this, the day finally decided on 
for her initial trip. Day after day, for 
a week past, something has delayed the 
Columbia from being taken to Newport 
to have her first try out against the De- 
fender, and after all the efforts to get a 
start bright and early to-duy came to 
na tight. 

The Columbia was being warped into 
Uie channel from the Herreshoffs' docks 
by moans of a tow line. A stern line 
was not out and to this fact may, in a 
measure be attributed the mishap, for 
a heavy southerly wind was blowing at 
the time and this wind swung the steam- 
er out of the channel and the craft 
brought up on what was supposed to be 
a mud bank. It is now quite certain that 
she struck a ledge, bul the force of the 
blow was diminished and serious dam- 
age entirely prevented by the mud. She 
went on at a receding three-quarters 
tide and after several attempts to start 
her had failed it was decided to wait for 
the next Hood tide in the evening. She 
came off earlier than was anticipated and 
the rising water simply lifted her and 
the lines on her brought the craft inf. 
the channel, out of harm's way. 

It is certain that the Columbia will 
be towed to Newport the first tiling in 
the morning.

Two Hundred Miners Return 
From North on Latest 
Arrival. 



Mysterious Reservation of Bench 
Claims— Mail for Victoria 
at Skagway. 



Seattle, dune 24.— The Klondike's sec- 
ond large consignment of gold for the sea- 
son of L8U9 came on the steamship Hum- 
boldt, which arrived yescterday after- 
noon. Conservative figures place the 
amount of actual dust nt $oo0,000. Purs- 
er John Carrol says he had at the least 
calculation $2S0,OUO worth in his otlice 
staterooms He estimated the amount 
carried in individual staterooms at 
$300,000. 

How much came iu the shape of drnfts 
and currency bills is a subject only for 
conjecture. It would bo futile to attempt 
to approximate the amount of wealth 
thus represented, though some of the re- 
turning Klundikers expressed the opin- 
ion that it would equal the value of the 
dusi shipped down. 

Felix Brown, long n business mini of 
this city, gave a dust estimate of be- 
tween $500,000 and $000,000. He is 
personally acquainted with hall" of the 
Humboldt's Klondike passengers, having 
lived two years iu Dawson mid the dis- 
trict. 

fiver twenty men from the Klondike 
camp came on the Humboldt and she 
hail seventy or seventy-live mure from 
Atlin and Lynn Cantll ports. The min- 
ers, as a rule, were of well-to-do appear- 
ance, though a few pleaded failure. It 
was a remarkable sight, the luckier ones 
filing down Uie gang plank, each with 
golden luggage. Some had the product 
of their toil in wooden ami tin hoses; 
others curried it in bags, sacks and va- 
lises. ■■Where is the assay office?" was 
a quest ion frequently asked. They seem- 
ed anxious to he rid of the burden of that 
for which they had so long struggled. 

Dan Sanders is one of tin- rich men 
of tlic Klondike, .lust before his depar- 
ture he sold a French Hill claim for 
$75,000, and he is reported to have 
brought out upwards of $100,000. Jack 
Boehme is a lucky man from Montana— 
that is, before he found fortune in the 
Klondike. Eighteen mouths ago he of- 
fered u Magnet Gulch claim for §250, 
but could not sell the property for that 
figure. Since then ho has taken $100,000 
from the mine. Felix Brown was tho 
one who refused to buy the property at 
$250. 

Brown lias himself several good pro- 
perties in the district, notably on Hun- 
ker. Last Chance and the Eldorado 
bench section. Brown says he did not 
return with much money, but that he 
is well satisfied with the country. 

W. II. Armstrong hails from Santa 
liosa. ('ill., and S. .1. Miller is u resident 
ot Humboldt country, that state. B. G. 
Mend is a Minnesota!!. He formerly 
lived at LiUverne, and made money at 
mining fast after he reached the Klon- 
dike two years ago. A. S. Winter, of 
Seattle, prospered in the camp. The 
latter was accompanied on his return 
by A. S. Behretis, another well known 
citizen in this city. Bebrens was in the 
district only a few months, but lie and 
Winter had a big valise full of (lust, 
which they carried by means of n stick 
run through the leather handhold, one 
man nt each end. A milage is an Aus- 
tralian, who is en route homo after 
twelve months' successful work. Ho says 
there are some of the richest spots on the 
face of the earth in the Klondike, and 
that there are also many worthless 
claims. 

A SAD STORY. ' 

The Klondike bus from its discovery 
been productive of many sad stories as 
well as tin- bestowal of wealth anil hap- 
nipess mi scores of men anil women. 
The case of lien Scott is peculiarly pa- 
thetic. He laid been for four years on 
the Yukon and was one of the pioneers 
of the Klondike, where he owned a half 
interest in No. 4!) below Bonanza, one 
id' the best producing claims nf that rich 
creek. Success having crowned his ef- 
forts, hi' wrote his parents, Mr. anil Mrs. 
B. L. Scott, of Green river, that he would 
be among the first out. The aged couple 
with their daughter, Miss Scott, were on 
the Arlington dock eagerly awaiting the 
opportunity to give the son and brother 
a joyous welcome. 

But the boy was not there. In bis 
stead the Humboldt brought news of his 
death. Ho was drowned in the 'reaeh- 
erous waters of the Klondike on Mon- 
day, .Tune 5th, three days before h"? was 
to have taken the river steamer Victor- 
ian for the outside. 

Scott, with his partner. Alberi Pate, 
left bis cabin Sunday night. They en- 
deavored to cross the river in a rowboat 
and the swift eurreni almost upset the 
craft. Scott, endeavoring to right il. 
di.l linally capsize the boat. Hoth men 
were thrown into the river. Pate nvnin 
safely to shore, hut his companion sank 
bul one,' anil was seen no more. The 
same day two others, whose mimes were 
not learned, were drowned in the river 
near Hie mouth of Hunker creek. 

Mr. and Mrs. Scott were almost dis- 
tracted by the news of their son's death. 
The aged people were pitiable in their 
grief. 

Scott was about If." years of age and 
unmarried. He was a resident of Seattle 
for a number of years.

CANNOT TAKIO BENCH OB M MS, 

The Humboldt's Dawson passengers 
say the district is all wrought up again 
over an order recently issued by the Do- 
minion, government to the effect that the 
hill and bench claim ground of Bonanza 
and Eldorado creeks has been withdrawn 
from entry. It can well lie imagined 
what indignation this nrbltrury ruling 
engendered, It is one of the most far- 
reaching orders promulgated by the <~'t'<- 
adiun government since the discovery of 
the Klondike. The •notice of the ruling 
was posted Tuesday, ' .Tunc 6, by Gold 



Commissioner Senkler, acting under in- 
structions from Commissioner Ogilvie. 
The order was rcceired from Ottawa 
under the hand of Uie secretary of the 
minister of the interior, and read: 

" I am to instruct you to reserve for 
the present and until further notice 
from entry the hill and bench claims on 
Bonanza and lOldorado- crooks, which 
are not entered for when the communi- 
cation reaches you. Please notify the 
gold commissioner of the instructions 
you have received." 

No reason was advanced by the local 
officials, who appear to be as much in 
the dark as the miners themselves. 

Commissioner Ogilvie also gave notice 
that after June 8 the new regulation 
forbidding officials and employees of the 
government from acquiring mine proper- 
ties iu the Yukon territory will be in 
effect. 

Several vessels in addition to those re- 
ported by the City of Seattle's Klondike 
passengers arrived at Dawson prior to 
the departure of tho Victorian. These 
were Uie Arnold, New York, John C. 
Burr and the Seattle No. 12. None, how- 
ever, bud been below Rampart. 

.Michael White, an old California miner 
says there are several thousand idle men 
in and around Dawson: thai they have 
not sufficient means to pay their passage 
out and seem unable to get work. El- 
dorado miners, he says, receive £1 an 
hour for their services, while the other 
creek owners pay but SO cents. 

t'arboneaiix. said to he a count repre- 
senting a French syndicate extensively 
interested in the Klondike mines, re- 
turned on the I liiniboldl . 

Judge Dugas on June (> sentenced 
Emil Phoiiiiisson, reported to be an Eng- 
lishman of aristocrat ie birth, to gaol 
upon conviction of vagrancy. It was 
shown that he consorted with the fallen 
women of Dawson- Judge Dugas ex- 
pressed regrets that he could prescribe 
no greater punishment, and administered 
a slinging rebuke to the prisoner. 
COLD NORTH OF KLONDIKE. 

After prospecting for nearly a year, 
two Dawson residents found gold in 
paying quantities on the north side of 
the Klondike river. So many failures 
had been recorded thai the miners of 
that section had come to the conclusion 
that there was no gold north of the 
famous river. The discovery was made 
on Aeklin's grant at a point opposite the 
mouth of Bonanza creek, ami it is be- 
lieved to lie a continuation of the rich 
belt. They went right in from the rim 
rock, finding pay rock all the way down. 
Some of tlic gravel runs !)ll cents to the 
pan. The find resulted in a score or 
more of locations in that vicinity, 

The preliminary examination of Ar- 
thur Godiinrd on a charge of murdering 
.lames Prater, of the Nugget, terminated 
in tlic accuse.! being held to answer the 
crime in the territorial court. 

Thirty-seven desertions from the 
United Stall's soldier detachment at 
Circle City were reported at Dawson by 
parties arriving from down-river points. 
The men claim they were enlisted for 
the Cuban war and tint for service in 
the Yukon. 

William Farrell and Miss Wnntn Pot- 
roske were married at Dawson early in 
June. It is said of their courtship that 
il began on the occasion of one of the 
stampedes for which the Klondike is 
famous, the contracting parties being 
participants in this and several subse- 
quent rushes. The parlies to the mar- 
riage were formerly residents of Western 
New York. 

Twenty sticks of Dawson and Klon- 
dike mail arrived at the Skagway post 
oOice on .rune 17. They contained 
about 4,000 letters. About 1,000 are 
registered letters. Sixteen of (he twenty 
sacks are consigned to Victoria. 

The Humboldt left Skagway last 
Monday. Her officers say she was not 
seriously damaged by running on the 
Chatham Point rocks: that she merely 
brushed away six feet of her side. She 
will sail for the North again to-night. 

The Humboldt's officers report that 
tlic Cottage City, with the Rockefeller 
party aboard, reached Skagway Sunday 
morning. 

The Flarrinuin party, aboard Hie Geo. 
W. Elder, sailed Cor the west ward, the 
C.,ok Inlet country, before tin- Hum- 
boldt arrived on, Lynn Canal.

Capt. Foot says if it is found that 
the ship cannot he pumped out without 
the constructing of false bulkheads for 
the confining of the water to the portion 
of the ship leaking, those will he built 
but an effort will be first made to raise 
the ship as she stands. Once floated it 
would be an easy matter to beach her 
properly, then temporarily patching her 
and bringing her to Victoria. One great 
advantage to the position in which" she 
lies is that pumps can be placed on her 
decks. Capt. Foot reports that the 
sockeye fishing commenced on the Skeena 
river last Monday and will soon begin at 
Rivers Inlet. 



REPORTED SOLD. 

Old Government Steamer Sit- James 
Douglas Snid to Have Been 
Disposed of. 

It was reported last night that the old 
government steamer Sir James Douglas, 
which ever since the advent of the 
Quadra has been tied up at the customs 
wharf, has been sold and is going South 
to trade on the Mexican coast. The 
rumor could not be verified. It has 
probably started from the fact that the 
Douglas, another larger and different 
type of craft, has just been sold and has 
been taken South. The Sir James 
Douglns is government property. She 
was launched at Victoria January 7, 
1S6T>, for government service, and for 
over a quarter of a century plodded 
along the northwest coast with very little 
company in the steamship line. In tin; 
absence of the steamers of the merchant 
ileet which came later, the Douglas was 
pressed into service for nil kinds of work, 
carrying settlers into the new ]>ortions 
of the country, and sometimes trnns- 
l)orting their products to market. 
When a wreck occurred along the const 
the Douglns was nearly always de- 
spatched to bring the survivors back In 
civilisation, and in this and other ways 
she came to be regarded with a feeling 
akin to veneration. She wits used in the 
1'uget Sound |>osta] service fur it short 
time in 187S, while the mail contractor, 
Moore, was financially embarrassed, and 
remained there until Capt. Starr placed 
the Isabel on the route. la 1883 site 
was lengthened 20 feet.

ALASKAN BOUNDARY QUESTION. 

Sir: A iviiiiiniUi'e of the executive of 
British Columbia passed a report on 
November !), INS."). approved by the Lieu- 
teunut-Goveruor, relative to the urg«>nl 
necessity for the early adjustment and 
proper delineation of Hie boluoliily line 
which divides British ('•oluinbin from 
the adjacent territory of Alaska. On 
November .'id the committee of council 
bad under consideration the proposition 
of the Dominion government to exhibit 
at. the Colonial and Indian Exposition, 
to be held in London next year, n mam- 
moth map of Canada, to he expressly 
prepared for the occasion, and the pos- 
sible bearing upon the disputed boundary 
line between Alaska and British Colum- 
bia such a work might have. The re- 
port, states, a.s set out in a minute of 
council, dated July 22. IN.X-l, the Irue 
boundary, according to the terms and in 
the precise words of tin- convention be- 
tween Great Britain and Itussin in 1825, 
is in part as follows: 

"Commencing from the southernmost

"Referring to it map or chart, it will

• through the Duke of Clarence straits, 
and thence along the western leg of 
Benin's Canal, till it strikes the 5fitii de- 
gree of north latitude.' 

The map of Canada, published by 
authority of the Dominion government 
in 188(1, reproduces the common error of 
carrying the line in an easterly instead 
of a northerly direction from the south- 
ernmost [mint of the island called Prince 
of Wales island, to and up Portland 
Channel, thereby depriving the crown of 
a large and valuable territory and im- 
portant waterways. 

"The committee desire respectfully to 
point out the imitortnnce of avoiding is 
repetition of that error at a time and 
under circumstances rnle-uliltitl to preju- 
dice the boundary dispute.

lying camps. This organization is com- 
posed of the leading mining men and 
engineers of the country, and will prob- 
ably number ;{()() in attendance. 

Parties have been selected in nearly 
nil the mining camps who are urged to 
see that creditable exhibits are made 
from their sections. Every effort will 
be bent to make this the greatest mill 
oral (X'hibition ever shown in this coun- 
try; it only remains for those who are 
chosen to represent the rumps to make it 
such. Ample time is provided in which 
to do the work, and the opportunity is 
one which should not be overlooked. 

In addition fo the usual collection of 
minerals, it is hoped to have special col- 
lections, private cabinets and manufac- 
tured products as well. 

If any camps have been omitted it is 
an oversight which the committee de- 
sire to have corrected, and they respect- 
fully urge that they be notified of the 
error promptly to the end that it may 
be remedied. 

Exhibits must positively be instaJled 
before the opening of the exhibition, a.nd 
ample time is therefore provided for the 
collection of the exhibits nnd the pre- 
paration or the data thereon.

THE POLITICAL, SITUATION. 

A disiKHfition in manifest in govern- 
ment circles to make a political scape- 
goat of Mr. Jjstph Rlurtin and to drive 
him out into the ivilderness laden with all 
the sins of the jiatelpvork administration 
of which until within a very short time 
he vraa a burninpr and a shiriDK light.

One of them is 
the great doubt existing ns to the readi- 
ness of Mr. Martin to play the role 
pf scape-goat- He may prefer that 
of a IfVitS" 1 ^ nun ' and ^ amount of 
damage that he do in that capacity 

to his erstwhile political allies U ill) Ufl- 
kaown quantity. The Hiunlet of the 
present government has been Mr. Mar- 
tin, and it is proverbial that with the 
part of the Prince of Denmark left out 
nothing remains of the play. Another 
objection i« that the whole government 
is responsible for the whole policy of the 
government. This is an elementary fact, 
but considerable disposition is shown in 
some quarters to ignore it- The anti- 
alien legislation, the abominable law re- 
lating to companies desirous of engaging 
in placer mining, and the more abomin- 
able manner in which it has been en- 
forced, the stealthy passage of the eight- 
hour law and its damaging effects upon 
business, the Atlin muddle, the breach of 
faith involved in the repeal of the rail- 
way subsidies and the rescinding of 
contracts made on the strength of them, 
the dismissal of tried and proved public 
servants — for these and the many wrong- 
ful acts chargeable against the govern- 
ment Mr. Martin is no more responsible 
than his colleagues. He is not even in- 
directly responsible for the campaign of 
slander and falsehood which was for 
years waged against Mr. Turner and his 
friends. If he took advantage of exist- 
ing sectional feeling, he did nor. creat< 
it. Lie is a dangerous man in office 
He is unfit for a position of public trust. 
His presence in the government is sutli- 
cient reason for opposing it. But his 
removal from office in response to an 
outburst or public indignation does not 
make right acts of policy which are 
themselves wrong. If Mr. Martin 
were personally unobjectionable, the acts 
of the government of which he is n mem 
her would call just as loudly for public 
condemnation. 

Mr. Martin's colleagues are said to he 
anxious to get rid of him. They have 
lately awakened to the necessity for 
doing so. It is a sort of death-bed re- 
pentance, which excites no sympathy. 
On the chance of saving their political 
souls in the hour and article of death 
they lire prepared to renounce this parti- 
cular devil and all his works. They are 
willing to bo forgiven by the men whom 
they have assailed with a vindictiveness 
which attempted to reach beyond the 
harrier that always should be erected 
around a man's private affairs. They 
know perfectly well that if the house 
were called together to-morrow they 
could not live as u government after the 
first division. So a Macedonian cry goes 
out to the opi>osition, " Gome over and 
save us." 

We submit to the people of British 
Columbia that the time htm come for an 
entirely new departure in provincial poli- 
tics. It is time to let the dead past bury 
its dead, and to secure in the executive 
council men who will direct affairs along 
progressive lines. We take the same 
position to-day that we took 'i year ago, 
namely that to the people of British 
Columbia the affairs of British Columbia 
are of paramount interest, that pnrty 
lines of any kind ought to bp ignored and 
the best available men should be placed 
at the head of public affairs. The gov- 
ernment of British Columbia should 
neither be a buttress to sustain the Lib- 
erals at Ottawa, nor a ladder by which 
the Conservatives can scale the federal 
cabinet ramparts. Its sole purpose 



should be the advancement of the wel- 
fare of this magnificent province. To 
this view the great majority of the people 
will assent, but a very large percentage 
of them will ask: "Who is to be the 
leader?" In reply we say that it will be 
time enough to talk about a leader, when 
the party that is to be led has been 
formed. The men who have to do the 
work can be trusted to select some one 
to occupy the position of premier, which 
must under the peculiar conditions now 
existing in this province be for the time 
being more nominal than real. No plan 
formed in the interest of any individual 
can or ought to be successful. The time 
has come when personal considerations 
must be compelled to give way to the 
demands of the public welfare. 



UN WBI T T E X HISTORY. 

Explorations now in progress in Pales- 
tine disclose the existence of buried 
cities lying one upon another. So fnr as, 
the inscriptions have been deciphered no 
extraordinary antiquity need be postulat- 
ed even for the oldest of them. Possibly 
the date of the most ancient ruin yet 
unearthed would not be more than five 
thousand years ago. The singular thing 
about the series is that one city after an- 
other appears to have been utterly de- 
molished. It is not necessary to suppose 
this demolition to have been the result of 
any great terrestrial cataclysm. The in- 
ference seems to be that the cities were 
destroyed by enemies in war, anil were 
rebuilt only after long periods, when the 
descendants of the few survivors of the 
carnage became numerous enough to re- 
construct the homes of their ancestors. 
In one place the ruins of live cities are 
found. That is to say, live times people 
built themselves homes ami surrounded 
themselves with all the culture ami re- 
finement of those days only to have 
everything laid waste by some relentless 
foe. Of what volumes of unwritten his- 
tory have those ruins been the silent 
witnesses! Defeat in those dayB meant 
terrible destruction. The historian of 
the Book of Numbers gives an insight 
into what this doom implied. He is tolling 
of the overthrow of the Midianites by 
the Israelites under Moses and he tells 
us that they slew all the males, that they 
took all their women and children cap- 
tive, "and they burnt all the cities where- 
in they dwelt and all their goodly castles 
with tire." And Moses to complete the 
annihilation of the nation ordered every 
male child among the captives and every 
woman, who might possibly bear a male 
child to a MJdianite father, to be slain in 
cold blood. The survivors, who wore all 
virgins, numbered 32,000. This gives us 
some idea of the horrors of war, even 
when waged by a people who professed 
to follow the laws of God. Again when 
Jericho was destroyed "the city was 
burned with fire and all tlint was there- 
in." . When the city of Ai was tnkeVl, 
Joshua utterly destroyed t ho inhabitants 
and "burnt Ai and made it an heap for- 
ever, even a desolation unto this day," 
that is until perhaps a thousand years 
afterwards. These few instances out of 
many that could be named give some 
vague idea of what the unwritten history 
of those five buried cities must have been. 
They suggest some conception of the 
vustness of the gulf separating the Peace 
Conference of 1899 from the times of 
Moses, his predecessors and immediate 
successors. 

But it is not only in Palestine and 
neighboring countries lh:it we find sug- 
gestions of an un written history of in- 
tense interest. Perhaps the more aston- 
ishing field for research in this respect 
is our own continent of North America. 
The vastnesfl Of the ruins, left by tin; 
race once dominant in the Mississippi 
valley, Arizona, New Mexico and other 
place's, compels lie- conclusion that this 
part of the continent wns mice densely 
peopled. So far a.- i-- known not even a 
tradition has survived In indicate their 
fate with even an approximation to eel 
tainty. Some writers have said that th 
extinct civilized races were overt brown 
by n northern tribe of savages. But 
this is pure guess work. If such a race 
cume from the north and overthrew the 
builders of the great irrigation canals and 
the cities, whose ruins cover many square 
miles, what became of it? Where 
the survivors of those conquerors'.' Who 
overthrew then, and what became of 
those who overthrew them in turn' 
When we speak of those aboriginal in 
habitants of this continent, we are deal 
ing with a people who were numbered 
by millons. They have vanished as com 
pletely us if they had never lived. What 
is the explanation of it? Here we have 
a mass of history that has never been 
written, and so far as we can now judg 
never will be. As investigation into th 
secret is only in its infancy, it would 
be premature to say that no greater light 
will ever be east upon their fate than 
we now possess, but this much is cor 
tain: A population, perhaps as numerous 
as that of the United States to-day and 
certainly very far advanced in mocha ni 
en I art and doubtless in the other ap- 
pliances of civilization, has vanished as 
completely from the earth as if it had 
never existed. 

Similar observations may be made in 
regard to South Africa. Indeed in Tvhnt- 
soever direction we turn our glance we 
find ourselves confronted with the me- 
morial stones of nameless races. What 
we call history is the merest superficial 
statements of facts concerning a com- 
paratively few people, living in a com- 
paratively small p° rt ' on of the earth. 
Concerning by far the majority of man- 
kind, ns nations, we know ns little as we 
do of the possible ir.habitants of some 
other planet, 

A new stop is to be taken towards

If Mr. Semlin is con- 
vinced that Mr. Martin is unlit for public 
office, there is only one way in which be 
can certainly get him out. and that is to 
resign himself. Two months ago he 
ought to have given the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor advice to dismiss his Attorney-Gen- 
eral, and if it was rejected to have 
handed in his own resignation. The 
trouble with Mr. Semlin and his col- 
leagues is that they are simply time- 
servers. They would keep Mr. Martin 
in the ranks until the next general ejec- 
tion, if it were not that he is a source of 
weakness. They have no objection 
either to htm personally or to his peculiar 
methods. 



PASSING COMMENT. 

The Globe says the friends of the gov- 
ernment are seeking out the softest place 
for it to fall on. No place will be soft 
enough to lessen the shock of the impend- 
ing "dull, sickening thud." 

The Kamloops Standard is trying its 
hand at cabinet patching. Putting a 
piece of new cloth in an old garment has 
been regarded as a mark of folly for 
very nearly two thousand years. 

The poor Times is still worried over 
its funny somersault ill regard to the 
dock dues, anil seems disposed to get 
personal about it. Again we remind it 
that not every newspaper has the oppor- 
tunity given it to contribute to the 
gaiety of nations, and its feelings ought 
to be those of pleasure and not of pain. 

The Province prints an interview with 
Major Haider and in commenting upon it 
says that he looks at mining from the 
standpoint of the European capitalist. 
It is not well to get such n view of the 
subject? We are looking to the Euro- 
pean capitalists for assistance. Is it not 
wise to find out how that very necessary 
individual looks at us? 

The Vancouver World says that the 
members of the government know that 
if the house were called together they 
would be defeated in three days. This 
is il\e reason w hy one contingent of the 
government is willing to do on the de- 
mand of outraged public opinion wh it 
they long ago ought, to have been ready 
to do in the interests of the province. 

The Grand Forks Miner says the ma- 
jority of the mine owners seem to think 
the eight-hour law was intended for 
their benefit. Our contemporary can 
hardly be serious. The mine owners are 
not seeking to pay less tor the same 
amount of work. They have been pay- 
ing at the rate of 35 cents an hour, and 
they are willing to pay 37'/fc cents. The 
miners are asking a fraction under -1-1 
cents. 

The Columbian it- "! igienl. It claims 
that because Hie Colonist said that 
Messrs. Martin and Cotton are respons- 
ible for the introduction of the gospel of 
dynamite into British Columbia, this pa- 
per implies that they endorse this' doc- 
trine. Lid the Columbian ever rend 
"Sinbad the Sailor"? If so it will recall 
how he was responsible for the appear- 
ance of a great many genii, whose ac- 
tions he did not endorse. Messrs. Martin 
and Cotton must hi' held responsible for 
the consequences of their acts.

Does 
this city at the p reseat time compare fa- 
vorably with other cities of equal wealth 
and population? We have a large number 
of wealthy men here because this is the 
most favorable situation In Canada for 
making money, but arc we doing anything 
to keep our wealthy men after they make 
their money, or to attract others to come 
here? It would pay Montreal to mend 
and clean the reservoirs, pave and clean the 
streets, for the sake of making the city 
attractive to wealthy men, even If there 
were no other reasons for doing .so.

Prom seventy- 
live to eighty men are now at work there 
on a three-foot vein of gravel, worth up 
to eighty cents to the pan. Fourth of 
July creek has been practically abandoned, 
nail plans are now on for prospecting Wash- 
ington creek, a tributary of the Yukon, 
wiileli comes In about fifty miles below 
Seventy-Mile. A strike Iikh been reported 
on a branch of tin? Tanaaa river, about 
seventy miles across the divide form the 
upper waters of the Keventy-Mlle. Quite 
II number of miners are going over. Includ- 
ing UcDoi-.gall himself. Slate creek, n 
tributary or Eureka, In the Forty-Mile 
district. Is proving better and better. Un- 
reports from there being even more promis- 
ing than those Mr. McDougall first received. 
Jack Wade creek Is also holding up to the 
first reports.

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Atlin, B. O., Juno 2.— A ripple of ex- 
citement was created in town to-day by 
the reported finding of a nugget worth 
something over £150 on. Campbell's 
claim, ETne creek, a short distance above 
discovery. This evening Mr. Spencer, 
local manager of the Bank of Halifax, 
showed me the nugget, and it is certainly 
u very beautiful specimen of alluvial 
gold. In contour it is very much of the 
appearance of a good-sized oblong potato, 
being some four inches long and perhup 
live in circumference. A good deal of 
quartz of a darkish-brown color is mixed 
witli the gold, which rather adds than 
otherwise to the beauty of the specimen 
Mr. Spencer informed me thut the find 
was made by Campbell quite near the 
surface, and was turned out of the 
gravel with a pick while making a pros- 
peel huh'. tlundreds of people have 
looked at and admired this Jump from 
Pine creek ti>-dtiy, and the feeling of con 
Gdence in the camp has not been de- 
creased thereby. Nuggets of smaller 
size, several of them weighing in tin 
neighborhood of li ounces each, have 
been coming in from various of tin 
creeks, the gold in all cases being uni- 
formly lig'it and bright in color nml very 
pretty in appearance, 

During the two and a half weeks since 
my arrival I have been endeavoring' to 
form as accurate an opinion as possible 
of the productiveness of the Atlin placers 
and the prospects for the future. I have 
spent considerable time looking over 
numbers of those claims which are most 
developed, and have interviewed all 
sorts of people as to those localities 
which I have not been able to visit. But 
it is yet too early a period in the stage 
of development to determine conclusively 
what the future may show up. There 
is one |n>int, however, that may be made 
clear just now, and that is that, the re- 
ports that, were so Industriously circu- 
lated last f:dl and winter that the dig- 
gings in this district are shallow diggings 
such as could be exploited with little or 
no capital by the industrious miner, 
were untrue. As a matter of fact the 
diggings here are almost all deep dig- 
gings, requiring not only some eupit-il 
to develop, but ripe experience in the* 
best ii nil most economical methods of 
mining hh well. This being the fact, it 
is neither the ideal country for the poor 
man nor the tyro in mining. Many 
hundreds of people who have come here 
have already learned this fact by dire 
experience, and when communication is 
again opened with the oulside world by 
steamer from Bennett (which will be in 
a few days now), I expect to see an 
exodus of the impecunious and the green 
of quite mammoth proportions. These 
people will carry out the bluest possible 
stories of the poorness of the Atlin 
placers, but the views they will express 
of the country will be only less exagger- 
ated in their depreciation than were the 
wildly exaggerated boom stories that 
found their way into the press hist, fall 
and winter. 

Let me sum up briefly what I think of 
the placer possibilities of the country. 
There arc seven or eight short creeks, 
tributaries of Surprise hike and Pine 
creek, ihe most important of them 
being Sprues? creek, also Pine creek it- 
self, McKee creek and Dixie creek, 
which flow info Atliu hike from the east, 
nil of which bear indisputable indications 
uf affording some thousands of claims 
which, if properly worked, will pay from 
good wage* up to possibly three or four 
ounces to the man per day in favored 
locutions n fter bedrock lias been reached. 
Ii will thus In- seen that, taking a con- 
servative view of the sil nation, there is 
work ahead lor several years for practi- 
cal millers who have capital enough to 
carry them over the period of initial de- 
velopment. Not withstanding all this, it 
i> quite possible that on some of these 
creeks sensational discoveries may be 
made, for in very few places indeed so 
far has bedrock been reached, and it is 
on bedrock of course thai the biggest 
pay will be found. In nearly every place 
where bedrock has been touched the 
showing has greatly improved, and the 
loil and expenditure justified. Hut al 
present 1 am no more prepared to say 
that ibis will be the rule in ihe camp 
than Lhnt it will not he. 

Before proceeding further with this 
writing. I desire to sound a warning note 
to people who may have an idea of com- 
ing bore to seek employment, The labor 
market is positively glutted, and many 
who arc "broke" are working for their 
board or little better. 1 saw a para- 
graph in a British Columbia paper re- 
cently to the effect that labor was ill 
great demand, and advising men to 
come hero. This advice is a positive 
cruelty- really criminal -for the condi- 
tions are exactly the reverse. The only 
thing thai can be looked for is a more 
or less favorable "lay" on a claim with 
the owner, and even this not very attrac- 
tive opiKirliiuity is not frequently met. 

If tile men who own claims here were 
all miners, and turned what means they 
have into intelligent and effective work, 
the sit nation would be immensely im- 
proved. But as a matetr of fact there 
arc not, among one hundred claim own- 
ers an average of five men who know 
how lo go about their work. It is really 
pitiful to witness sonic of the efforts by 
perfectly inexperienced hands that are 
being made on these creeks. Men there 
are by Ihe hundred here who own claims 
and who never saw a wing-dam, u rocker, 
a sluice box. and possibly neve" even a 
gold pan, (ill they came here. They 
have all had visions, doubtless, of shov- 
elling out gold from the bottom of a 
hole like potatoes or peanuts, but so 
fur as practical mining is concerned, are 
as innocent as a tadpole. 

I believe that the enormous Influx of 
these people is to be largely attributed 
to the Alien Exclusion bill — thut monu- 
ment of ministerial Wandering and inter- 
national boorlshneus— which led tender- 
foot Britishers to believe that great 
riches had been reserved for them and 
that they would not have the competition 
of the experienced to meet. They are 
really themselves the worst sufferers by 
the measure, because while they cannot 
manage their claims themselves, Jhey 
have been shut off from profitable dis- 
posal of them to people who. could. 

But to get down to the practical and 
intelligent work thnt Is now going on— 
it is extremely difficult to arrive at an es- 
timate of the gold being dally taken out 
of the workings on the various creeks. 



It is certain that there is extremely 
little gold coming into town. The banks 
—of which there are agencies of three of 
the Canadian chartered institutions here 
—are taking in next to nothing, and the 
same may be said as to the amount tak- 
en over the tradesmen's counters. But 
there is no doubt that in the aggregate 
a good deal of gold is daily being hand- 
ed up from these placers. The claim 
owners themselves are extremely reluct- 
ant to make known the results of their 
washups, and almost every effort I have 
have made to obtain statements has met 
with Uat refusal or equully unsatisfac- 
tory persiflage. For this reticence three 
causes are alleged— first, that the miners 
are seeking to avoid the payment of the 
one per cent, royalty exacted by the pro- 
vincial government on their winnings; 
secondly, that while the present Uiigrant 
jumping of claims is permitted, it would 
be tolly to excite the cupidity of the 
jumpers and thus tie their claims up; 
and thirdly, that the bunks are not of- 
fering a fair price at $15 per ounce. 
As to the latter grievinnce, 1 perfectly 
agree with the miners, for a number of 
samples of Atlin gold which I had tested 
for my own satisfaction gave values 
easily over Slti per ounce. Still while 
that Ls a good enough reason why they 
should refuse to sell their dust, it is 
scarcely a sensible one to advance why 
they refuse to tell the amount of their 
winnings. I confess, however, that the 
jumper may properly have terrors for 
them. 

Two or three mining friends of mine — 
men who know the creeks as thoroughly 
as any in the country and whose ripe 
experience might give them exceptional 
skill in judging of this matter — got to- 
gether the other night, and compared 
notes as to the gold output, going care- 
fully over each stream anil totalling up 
their estimates made of the various 
claims that are being worked. They ar- 
rived at the conclusion that from $10,- 
()()(• to $15,000 per day is now being tak- 
en out In the aggregate, I confess that 
personally I am not so sanguine as my' 
mining friends, but at the same time 
their joint knowledge must place them 
in a better position to arrive at such a 
conclusion. 

It is my intention within the next cou- 
ple of weeks to inaugurate sonic system- 
atic method to obtain for the Colonist 
reliable information on this head from 
the miners themselves. I shall see as 
many of them as possible personally and 
to those I cannot reach I shall despatch 
a circular letter pointing out the advant- 
age to themselves and to the country 
generally in having published a frank 
and truthful statement of the gold that 
is being raised. I think I will be able 
to convince them thut such a statement 
is in their interests, and that an oppor- 
tunity of bettering their condition is 
really being wasted. We shall see, at 
all events, what it will bring forth.

WAS SHE FROM VICTORIA 

Mystery Concerning Young Woman Who 
Has Just Died Under Distress- 
ing Circumstances. 

from ihe Seattle Post-Intelllgetlceij 

Evidence was placed In tin? hands of 
Prosecuting Attorney McElroy yesterday 
afternoon which puts an entirely different 
aspect on the case of Miss Flora Jones, of 
Victoria, who died Thursday morning hi 
I ween 1U and 1 o'clock from the effects of 
a criminal operation. 

According to the testimony of Dr. Emil 
Dories, Miss Jones told him that a Ta 
coma phycislau had performed the act 
which actually placed her life In danger 
in connection with tier own unskillful 
practice, in the light of the new devel- 
opments, the officials of tin- prosecuting 
attorney's office are inclined to believe 
thnt Miss Jones did not go to Tacouiu, lint 
thai Seattle was the scene of the action 
which ended la her death. 

At the Inquest yesterday morning Dr. 
Bodes testltled that the llrst time he 
saw Mlsa Jones was when stie went to his 
office Monday afternoon about .1 o'clock 
and complained of palas, for which lit 
prescribed morphia. The next morning sin 
told him the truth, anil lie tool; her .to Mrs 
Bradbury's house on Thirty-First avenue 
where she died Thursday morning of 
hemorrhage. 

If tills operation was performed in Ta- 
coma it took place between last Sunday 
nlghl ai '.i o'clock and the middle of Mon- 
day afternoon following. Taking luto con- 
sideration Ihe things Miss Jones is said to 
have done In Tncomu in the way of apply 
Ing lo different physicians before she found 
one who bellied her, the officials doubt 
seriously thai she left Seal tie. 

Hr. Marlon Marsh, of this city, says 
that Miss Jones was the picture of health 
Saturday evening last at 7 o'clock, when 
she canit to her and asked her to render 
assistance, which was refused. Tills came 
out at the Inquest, hut there remained 
Saturday, all of Sunday and a great part 
of Monday for her to go to Tacoma. 

Dr. M. I-". Terry, who lias an office on 
Pike street, furnishes the missing link In- 
stating positively that Miss Jones called 
on him at !l o'clock Sunday night, and In 
a manor of fad way asked film to do tin' 
same tlilnt; as Dr. Marsh hud refused. 

Dr. Terrv positively identified the body 

al Bonney*& Stewart's undertaking r< is 

veslerduv affernoon. lie savs thai Miss 
Jones told hi in that sfie had taken medi- 
cines, bin thai they hud failed to accom- 
plish the purpose. Al thai time she was 
apparently In perfect health, mid from her 
statement the doctor had no reason to. think 
an operation hud been attempted. 

The woman died without making a state 
meat, so far as known, as to (lie Identity 
of the physician or the person responsible 
for her condition. She made ihe significant 
remark to Dr. Marsh thai she was not 
married, and "we have not talked about 
It." 

Deputy Prosecuting Attorney Fulton be- 
lieves that the man hi the case came to 
Seattle Willi Miss Jones, unil that It was 
he whom Dr. Marsh saw In earnest con- 
versation with Miss Jones In front of Lee's 
drag store about 7 o'clock Monday evening. 
Mr. Fulton hopes Unit the police will follow 
up this clue by tracing Miss Jones' life In 
Victoria. 

There bad been some doubt as to Whether 
"Miss Jones" was the correct name of the 
dead woman. Apparently It was. A young 
ladv who did not give her name Ident I lied 
the body at Bonney A- Stewart's Thursday 
night as a young woman she had kay'vn 
In Victoria. ' She said she went by ihe 
name of Flora Jones there, and I hat her 
mother died a .long time ago and her father 
recent ly. 

It was decided by the cor r's jury thnt 

Miss Jones was about 110 years old. 

Unless all slims fall, she was not a work- 
ing girl I lor appearance Indicated centle 
raising. Iter hands wen- delicately formed, 
and on on - finger wore a peculiar diamond 
ring. Her purse, In which was abi at SIS, 
contained n return t'ekct to Victoria. 

It was decided by the coroner's Jur- thai 
Miss Jones came to her death June '2 by 
a criminal operation performed by <ome 
person unknown to the Jury and aggr rated 
by her own efforts to complete the w, 1;. by 
neglect of treatment and care.

Bustling Town in the Boundary 
Makes Report of Further 
Progress. 



Much Building in Progress 
Making the Supply of 
Labor Short.

Oraud Forks. June 19— Col. Topping, of 
Trail, who lms been superintending tbt' 
development work on the Zela M. ami 
Fanny Woodworth, Sheridan Camp, Wash., 
passed through the city to-day on his way 
home. The clultus adjoin each other, and 
are owned l>y the Zelu Consolidated Com- 
pany. A shaft on the Zela M. has been 
sunk to a depth of one? hundred and fifty 
-feet. At the hundred foot level Is a drift 
fifty feet long and fifty feet further down 
there Is another drift one hundred and llfly 
feet long. They will he extended so as to 
develop the Fanny Woodworth, whose 
northern boundary Is not far from the main 
working shaft. Starting from the surface 
on a ledge two and a half feet wide, the 
miners have never been without ore all the 
way down. There Is four feet of ore In 
both drifts. It in especially of high-grade 
character in the south drift, and can he 
shipped without sorting. The surface out 
cropping* on the properly are over 1,000 
feet long and contain good pay ore. The 
Colonel estimates that there Is two hun- 
dred anil fifty thousands dollars worth of 
ore in sight, ranging from to $500 per

Ue-orga nidation Scheme to He Discussed 
at a Meeting on Tuesday. 

To the Editor of the Colonist : 

Sir: It has been proposed to re-organize 
the Women's Auxiliary Society of the 
Jubilee hospital on the same lines as 
those- carried out by the Women's Hospi- 
tal Aid Society in Winnipeg—a plan 
which lias there worked most successful- 
ly, affording as it docs an opportunity for 
everyone to feel that some doHnite work 
is being carried on by their assistance, 
and Unit the hospital is tin institution 
entitled to a corner in all hearts. 

To this end a meeting is called for 
Tuesday next at 2:30 p. in. promptly, in 
the committee room of the city hall, 
kindly lent by His Worship the Mayor 
I'm- the occasion. All women desirous 
of hearing or of assisting the project are 
invited to attend. The clergy will be 
notified, and it is hoped that many of 
those who arc so faithful in their minis- 
try at. the hospital will titul it convenient 
to" be present. 

The scheme proposed is bri 'fly as fol- 
lows: It invites every woman in Victoria 
and the province to enroll herself as a 
member of the Auxiliary Society and to 
pay a fixed annual fee of Si;. la eases 
where this would bo dilllcult there will 
lie the option ol" joining one of th,. com- 
mittees for service, either sewing or 
visiting, or fulfilling such other needs OS 
will develop according to the ever-In- 
creasing demands upon the hospital. 
Monthly meetings will be held where the 
interests of Hie hospital can lie dis- 
cussed, and all matters requiring sym- 
pathetic consideration can be deaJt 
with. It is proposed that the income 
accruing from the dues id' the society be 
laid out iii providing for the internal 
needs of the hospital, as the committee 
shall be notified by the matron and the 
resident medical otllccr. The present 
equipment of the hospital is by no means 
equal lo the increased demands made 
upon it. and there is much room for 
graceful service in the way of comforts 
and niceties grateful to f.he sick which 
cannot be conscientiously supplied out 
of its income, and yet which would 
greatly enhance its worth and useful- 
ness, and in meeting these the women 
of Victoria will feel that t hey are indeed 
fulfilling woman's true mission to give 
grace and love and to make the painful 
realities of life ami death beautiful by 
their tenderness. 

It would be pathetic to consider— were 
there time to do so - how much mis- 
understanding and misconception there 
is abroad concerning hospital work; how 
many mis-statements and wrong impress 
sions given— not. we are sure, through 
voluntary untruth, but because people so 
readily repeal a criticism or impression 
without first substantiating it. or expect 
more than is just of human energies. 
Indeed there is often the most criticism 
where there is no active interesl. and 
whence there has never been any prac- 
tical support. 

To better these conditions may be the 
work of the women of Victoria. Their 
solicitude may rectify faults, confute 
errors, provide better equipments, and 
inform intelligently on all mutters con- 
cerning the welfare of the hospital. 
Their love will bless anil brighten the 
work of all those who labor for the cause 
and will reach out anil support those 
who in the hospital itself are ever ready 
to do even more than their duty. They can 
discuss practical needs ami better condi- 
tions by a correct understanding of them.

WILLIAM CAI/LINGHAM DEAD. 

Former Resident of Victoria Passed 
Away in San Francisco Monday. 

The death occurred in San Francisco 
on Monday last of Win. .1. Calliugham, 
one of the thousands who came to Vic- 
toria in ll arly sixlics, only to re- 
main for a few years. Of these [linns- 
aads the large majority have been al- 
most if not completely forgotten by those 
who remained and built up the city, but 
Mr. Calliugham was one whose jovial 
whole-souled disposition will always keep 
him fresh in the memory of his old 
friends. During his residence here Mr. 
Cnllinghain first tried a hand at fanning 
in Cowichnn, then was engaged as a 
clerk in Roper's clothing store, then at 
the corner of Broad ami Fort streets, 
and afterwards was in the dry goods 
business for himself. He left Victoria 
for San Francisco thirty years ago and 
entered ill the insurance business, in 
which lie was most successful, being at 
the time of his death manager in San 
Francisco fur the Sun Fire Insurance 
Company of London. 

The San Francisco Chronicle referring 
to his death says: "William J. Calling- 
ham, manager of the Sun Fire Insurance 
Company of London, wns stricken with 
apoplexy at his home, 15'J9 Oak street, 
yesterday morning, from the effects of 
which he died twelve hours later. For 
the past three weeks the deceased has 
not been in good health, and in the hope 
of beneficial results from a change of 
climate he went to Byron Springs. Sat- 
urday he returned, feeling better than he 
bad done for some time. Vesterday 
morning he arose early and prepared to 
go to his office to resume his duties. 
While dressing he was seized with n fit 
of choking, which was the primary cause 
of the stroke which followed and soon de- 
veloped into complete paralysis-.
